THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Monroe in the 
County of Grafton in said State, qualified to vote — 
in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at town hall iu 
said Monroe on Tuesday, the tenth day of March 
next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon 
the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriation of the same. 


3. To see how much money the town will raise 
for Memorial purposes. 


4. To see how much money the town will raise 
for the cemeteries. 


5. To see how much money the town will raise 
for electric lights in village. 


6. To see if the town will accept State Aid for 
highway construction under continuing plan. 


7. To see if the town will accept State Aid main- 
tenance. 


8. To see how much money the town will raise for 
building and maintaining highways and bridges.

9. To see how much money the town will raise for 
libraries more than the law requires. 


10. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen 
to distribute the blank inventories at the time they 
appraise the property to be taxed. 


11. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen 
to raise money on town notes if necessary. 


12. To see if the town will raise an appropriation 
for white pine blister rust control. 


138. To see if the town shall discontinue that portion 
of the former Lyman Bridge Road which begins at 
the northeasterly side line of the new Lyman Bridge 
Highway as laid out by order of selectmen dated 
July 31, 1930, and which old road thence runs in @ 
general northwesterly and westerly direction and 
across and over the old Lyman Bridge to the Barnet- 
Monroe town line; and to authorize and direct the 
Board of Selectmen to petition the Superior Court 
of the County of Grafton for the consent of said court 
to said discontinuance if such consent be deemed to 
be necessary under the provisions of the Public Laws 
of New Hampshire; and to see if the town shall take 
such other action as may be desirable or necessary in 
said road discontinuance. 


14. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to inducing a physician to locate in town and to ap- 
propriate any money for the same. 


15. To hear reports of town officers and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 


16. To transact any other business that may legal!- 
ly come before said meeting.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT _ 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of the School Dis- 
trict of Monroe: 


[ herewith present my first annual report as super- 
intendent of schools. 


During the year 1929-1930 the total enrollment was 
104; the percent of attendance, 96.11; cases of tardi- - 
ness, 66; number of school visits by board members, 
5; by superintendent, 67; by citizens, 327. The above 
figures need littl comment. It is a pleasure to call 
special attention to the good record of attendance 
and the small number of tardy marks. 


Pupils on the honor roll for perfect attendance were 
Hdith Champany, Donald Leighton, Lesley Leighton, 
Mary Leighton, Bonnie Little, Leslie Ward, Philip 
Ward. 


The following pupils were promoted in June- from 
the eighth grade to the high school: Edith Champany, 
Anna Choate, Edith Hayes, Mary Leighton, Llewellyn 
Powers. 


The enrollment for this current year has been 89. 
‘The names of the teachers with the number of pupils 
in their respective schools are given below: Mrs. 
Una S. Campbell, Grammar school, 23; Harriett F. 
Wilton, Primary room, 27; Margaret Cyr, Placey 
school, 16; Violet M. Ward, Bank school, 28; Mrs. Vio- 
let G. White, special music teacher. 


In general the work of the school seems to be pro- 
gressing in a satisfactory manner. There are certain 
changes in the buildings which would increase the 
comfort of the children and make better working

conditions. Modern circulating heaters, and warmer 
and more sanitary toilets are needed in each school. 
Redecorating the walls and ceiling of the Placey 
school would improve the lighting and add to the at- 
tractiveness of the room as it did in the upstairs 
room at the Plain. In view of the changed valuation 
of the property of the town, I am taking this oppor- 
tunity to call attention to certain extracts from the 
_ State law regarding district taxes. 


The selectmen in each town shall assess an annual 
tax of three dollars and fifty cents on each thousand 
dollars of the value of the ratable estate taxable 
therein for the support of the public schools. 


In any district in which the money produced by « 
tax of three dollars and fifty cents on a thousand 
dollars of the value of the ratable estates in the dis- 
trict is more than sufficient to equip and maintain 
standard elementary schools, provide school buildings 
and pay the cost of high school tuition for the pupils 
of the district, the treasurer of the district shall pay 
over to the state treasurer, aS soon as may be after 
the close of the school year and not later than Oc- 
tober first, a sum equal to that raised by such tax 
less the amount actually expended during the year 
for such purposes.
